under his Broad Seal to Preach {©5c. the latter of 
which is a notorious forged Lye. 

He pretends he hath been in the Inquiſition,that 
it coft his Father 10000 pounds to get him out ; 
and that Sir Fofiab Child remitted the Money ; ano- 
ther forged Lye. 

He pretends that when he was hungry and had 
long faſted, a Dog brought him a two-penny Loaf 
in his Mouth : which is as true as the ſt. 

Further this Lyar pretends to Prophene of 
Swerd, Peftilence, Famine, and. Fire on London, 
&c. Andon the 24th of the laſt Month he went 
through Leaden-Hall-Street in his Sackdoth Coat, 
gathering people about him , and pronouncing 
Judgments, &c.

But his word is not to 
be taken, nor he credited, becauſe he hath been, 
is, and is too like to continue, ſuch an Notorious, 
Impudent, Deceittul, Crack-brain'd , Vagabond 
Fellow , ſtrangely poſſeſſed with a lying Spirit, 
and given up thereunto, that words can ſcarce ſet 
forth and demonſtrate all his Lies, Forgeries, and 
deceitful frenzy works and prattices. And there- 
fore conclude with this brief Account which is gi- 
yen, that none may be deceived by him ,nor Credit 
him, whatever his pretences may be, and though 
he ſhould have the Confidence to deny this, yet 
this is moſt certain and true, and can be Atteſted by 
In ſhort, he is a ſhame to his Parents, a 
, Scandal to Religion, and a Diſcredit toall that any 
ways Countenance and receive him.
